WASHINGTON (AP)—A panel 


-,«f eminent physicians told Presi- 


dent Kennedy loday that on of- 
fensive against thc two biggest 
killers in Hie United States—heart 
disease and cancer—can succeed. 


They said thc key to success 


is a "vast expansion of medical 
research," backed by a much 
higher level of federal appropria- 
tions and a commensuratej in- 
crease in private, voluntary con- 
Iribulions. 


1;4 The doctors said heart disease 


and cancer cause two out of ev- 
ery three deaths in the United 
States today, thai every minute 
two Americans die of one or the 
other. 


But, 
the panel reported, there 


is a 'Tremendous stirring of opti- 
mism" in the fields of combat- 
ting both heart diseases and can- 
cer. So, they said, "this is no 
ymc to sit still in research." 


The doctors are members of the 


President's Conference on Heart 
Disease and Cancer. 


Kennedy called the conference 


last March 15 to help chart the 
government's 
further role in a 


national allack on the two major 
causes of death in the United 
States. 
Twenty-two outstanding physi- 


cians were brought together in 
i^e conference under the chair- 
h.anship of Boisefeuillet Jones, 
special assistant to the secretary 
of welfare for health and medical 
affairs. 


The report made no effort to 


approximate Ihe cost of what it 
called "the massive pooling-up of 
our scientific potential which can, 
and will, lead lo new triumphs" 
in the field of treating heart and 
cancer cases, or preventing their 
occurrence.

sands of additional research sci- 
cnlisls must be trained and ade- 
quate research facilities built in 
a bold effort 
to "hammer out

Also 
this tax Hike all income tax pay- 
ments to some extent) hampers 
building up funds that normally 
would be invested in new enter- 
prises or in expansion of old ones. 


President Kennedy says that the 


present partial exemptions "serve 
neither purpose well". He says 
"the broader question of tax rates
